ships under Rear Adm iral Davis. The 
m essage Is as follows: 
“ W e all appreciate deeply A m erican 
sy m p athy 
In our 
d istress and 
the 
prom pt visit of your men-of-war for 
our succor. 
H appily tho 
supply of 
food available for relief com m ittee is 
sufficient. 
A fter m eeting the cost of 
this, our next great w ant will be tho 
m eans for m aking small houses h a b it­ 
able. 
All our 
people are 
behaving 
splendidly.” 
The receipt in this city of tho offi­ 
cial full text of th e correspondence 
betw een R ear Admiral Davis and Gov­ 
ernor S w etten ham of Jam aica, which 
did not differ 
from th e 
com m unica­ 
tions transm itted 
by th e 
A ssociated 
P re ss last Sunday night, caused the 
naval officials to again study th e sit­ 
uation to see if Adm iral Davis had in 
any w ay tran sg ressed the bounds of 
propriety 
on his visit 
to Kingston.

of clearing aw ay the w reckage. Later, 
upon the earnest e n tre a ty of the colo­ 
nial secretary and the inspector of po­ 
lice. who spoke for the governor (the 
governor being absent from the city 
and at King's House, some throe miles 
d ista n t), fifty m en w ere lauded under 
arm s from the Indiana to overaw e an 
alleged m utiny 
at th e 
penitentiary, 
containing SOO or finn prisoners. 
Ad­ 
m iral Davis then 
proceeded by c a r­ 
riage to visit the .governor at K ing’s 
H ouse and found him living w ith his 
fam ily in ten ts and w as accom panied 
to th e 
city by the 
governor. 
T h at 
sam e afternoon, upon the request of 
the governor, the m en w ere w ithdraw n 
from 
shore and 
retu rn ed 
to their 
ships. 
‘ T he action 
of Adm iral 
Davis in 
landing, un der th e circum stances, is 
not without precedent, 
th ere being 
num erous cases to justify it, and as 
an incident a copy 
of the re p o rt by 
R ear Admiral R. W . Meade, U. S. N., 
in landing m en at P ort of Spain, T rini­ 
dad, to suppress a fire and a letter by 
the governor of the island of T rinidad 
expressing his gratitud e for th e ac­ 
tion, Is shown herew ith.”

T25 bluejackets and m arines to help 
extinguish a disastrous fire at Port of

Ish governor, but such request was 
received by Adm iral M eade ten m in­ 
utes after 
the landing p arties 
had

Governor Broom e of T rinidad sent a 
letter to Adm iral M eade expressing 
his heartfelt than k s for the assistance 
rendered by the A m erican bluejackets.

St. Paul, Jan. 25.—T he ten railroads 
op erating in M innesota have secured 
from Ju dg e 
Loehron in the 
United 
S ta te s circuit court 
a te m p orary in- 
juction restrain ing the M innesota rail­ 
road and w arehouse com m ission from 
enforcing the schedule of com m odity 
rates, which the com m ission ordered 
som e tim e 
ago to becom e 
effective 
Jan. 25. 
T he ord er is m ade 
in connection 
with an order to Ira B. Mills, Charles 
F. Staples and W illiam E. Young, as 
m em bers of th e railroad 
and w a r e ­ 
house commission, to show cause on 
Feb. 13 w hy a tem po rary injunction 
should not issue pending the final de­ 
term inatio n of th e suits filed to en­ 
join the enforcem ent of the new' rates. 
Tile ten railroads 
filed th eir com ­ 
plaints and the order to show’ cause 
w as served 
on the members, of the 
railroad and w arehouse com m ission. 
T he com plaining roads allege that 
these 
proposed 
com m odity 
ra tes 
practically am ount to confiscation and 
are m uch lower than th e rates p re­ 
vailing in Iowa, W isconsin, Missouri, 
N e b ra sk a and K ansas, n o tw ith sta n d ­ 
ing the fact th a t the actual cost to 
the railroads for such service is high­ 
er in M innesota th an In any of these 
states. 
It is alleged th a t th e cost of 
fuel in M innesota is higher th an In 
these states and th a t clim atic condi­ 
tions here in the w inter are such as 
to m ake railroad 
operation difficult 
and expensive

W hiteley, one of th e m ost unique and 
at the sam e 
tim e one of tho

prom inent figures 
in th e 
business I 
world, was shot dead in his store bv 
a youth claim ing to be bis son. 
T he 
assassin then attem p ted to blow out 
his brains. 
T h e nam e of W hiteley lins become 
a household word In E ngland owing to 
flit' enorm ous 
dep artm en t 
store in j 
London run by a com pany of which j 
Mr. W hiteley was president and which ; 
w as the pioneer in such enterprises, 
i 
T he crim e occurred 
shortly after j 
midday. 
An unknow n young man w as I 
accorded 
an 
Interview 
with 
Mr.! 
Whit* ley In the Int tor’s private office, 1 
w h ere th e two rem ained closeted for 
a few m om ents. 
As 
Mr. 
W hiteley 
em erged 
from his 
office it was 
ob­ 
served that the young m an w as fol­ 
low ing and im portuning 
him, while 
Mr. W hiteley was waving his visitor 
off and th reaten in g to call the police. 
Suddenly the young m an whipped out ■ 
a revolver and fired tw o shots point 
blank at 
Mr. W hiteley. 
T he bullets 
lodged in Mr. W hlteley’s head and he 
fell dead. 
Before tile assassin could 
be secured he turned his weapon up­ 
on him self and Inflicted w hat is be­ 
lieved to be a 
m ortal wound. 
At a 
late hour he was very low’. 
T he personality of Hie assassin and 
th e n a tiv e s for the crim e are envoi 
oped in m ystery. 
Ho gave the nam e 
of Cecil 
Whit ('ley, but 
relatives of 
W illiam W hiteley disclaim all know l­ 
edge of him. 
The police are of the 
opinion that the m o t i v e for the crim e, 
w hen discovered, will show that there 
were present none of the elem ents of 
revenge for personal injury but rath er 
that the atta c k 
upon Mr. W hiteley 
w as a result of a fancied grievance, 
T he following 
penciled statem ent 
wa ? found on 
Mr. W hlteley’s assail­ 
ant : 
"To all whom 
It mnv 
concern—- 
W illiam W hiteley Is my Lither. 
T his 
tw o fold tragedy is due to his refusal 
of a request which is perfectly r e a ­ 
sonable.—R. I. P.” 
T h e re was 
only a sm all 
sum of 
m oney in the m a n ’s pockets, and o th ­ 
er indications thai he had conn* to 
th e end of his resources. 
T his aug 
gests that the crim e m ay have been 
th** outcom e of tin* m a n ’s poverty.

“Heaven, according to the scriptures, 
is a place: hell is a condition or state. 
Every prophet, patriarch, apostle and 
writer in tho Bible together with Je su s 
so spoke of it. 
T h e Nazarene said, ‘In 
mv F a th e r's house are many mansions. 
I go tojjproparo a place for you.’ 
In the 
Revelation of Jo h n , the very dimensions 
of the city are told, while other things 
are also mentioned concerning it. 
No 
greater question can possibly engage 
every honest thinker who 
b e l i e v e s in 
another life appended to this. 
If C h rist 
affirmed the fact of a great futu re 
be 
yond with heaven and hell, and d estin y 
is fixed upon character, is it vitally im 
portant t h a t men should ask themselves 
‘Where shall I spend e te rn ity ? ’ ” 
“Hell, in my judgm ent, as t a u g h t in 
the Bible is a state. A place of anguish 
torment, weeping, wailing and gnashing 
of teeth: a place where memory stings 
with eternal 
regret. 
It is u t t e r in 
sanity to th in k th a t a man can go to 
hoaven who has hell in his h e a rt and 
character here. 
Thoro is n o th in g in 
reason or revelation to show t h a t a man 
whose soul is already dam ned in this 
life, is saved whon he passes into the 
next. 
If in this world we find h u m a n 
society draw ing a broad line of d e m a r ­ 
cation between tho v irtu o u sand th e vici­ 
ous, or establishing a system of rewards 
and punishm ents based on morals, and 
found this necessary, it
